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1, People’s Movement Operations Groups (ig ap Uk a ie) were established 
in Pyongyang 10 January 1950 under the direct supervigion of the Propaganda 
and Agitation Bureau ef the North Korean Labor Party, Their purpose ia 
te provide recreation and comforts for residents and guerrillas along the 
38th parallel boundary in North Korea. When any damage is done by guerrilla 
er police groups to property of residents living near the border, the 
Operations Group has the dual function of reimbursing the owner for the 
damage end of propagentizing the incident for the People’s Aray or the 
conatabulary. 


2. The Operations Groups are basically artistia teams and include dramatis, 
muaical, graphic, and ballet artists. They are ¢ distinet organizations 
and are not connected with regular state-sponsored drematica companies. 
[he groups travel through the border areag giving dramatie performances 
for the People’s Army and somstimes provide apecial facilities for front 
line seldiers, In these efforts they sonetimes work with the Democratic 
Wemen’s Alliance and the Democratic Youth Association of North Korea.
